AN ORDINANCE VACATING A CERTAIN PORTION OF PECAN STREET;  

AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 

 

WHEREAS, the portion of Pecan Street lying between South 1
st 

Street and South 2
nd

 

Street in the City of Rogers has been designated as a parking lot and secure area for the exclusive 

use of the Rogers Water Utilities (RWU), said part of Pecan Street having a legal description as 

follows:  

 

All that part of Pecan Street between S 1
st
 Street and S 2

nd
 Street that lies 

between Block 1 and Block 8 of the J Wade Sikes Park Addition to the 

City of Rogers, Arkansas, being also described as: Beginning at the 

Southwest corner of Block 1 of the J Wade Sikes Park Addition; thence 

South 40 feet to the Northwest corner of Block 8 of the J Wade Sikes Park 

Addition; thence East 300 feet to the Northeast corner of said Block 8; 

thence North 40 feet to the Southeast corner of Block 1 of the J Wade 

Sikes Park Addition; thence West 300 feet to the Point of Beginning, 

containing 12,000 square feet, more or less; 

 

WHEREAS, by Resolution, the City Council of Rogers, on February 13, 2017, called for 

a hearing to be set for March 27, 2017;  

 

WHEREAS, the Department of Community Development caused a Resolution to be 

drafted directing the City Clerk-Treasurer and the Department of Community Development to 

publish and post notice of the hearing on the vacation of the above-referenced portion of Pecan 

Street, as required under Section 14-521 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of Rogers; and 

 

WHEREAS, now on March 27, 2017, pursuant to Section 14-521 of the Code of 

Ordinances, the City Council of Rogers must hold the hearing and adopt an ordinance vacating 

the portion of Pecan Street shown on attached Exhibit A. 

 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 

ROGERS, ARKANSAS THAT: 

 

Section 1:  The City Council finds after proper notice and hearing that the closure of the 

portion of Pecan Street as described and as further shown on the attached Exhibit A is necessary 

in order to provide for the public welfare, safety, comfort, and convenience of inhabitants; 

 

Section 2:  The City Council orders that the portion of Pecan Street further shown on 

Attached Exhibit A is vacated. 

 

Section 3 - Emergency Clause: For the reasons stated in this Ordinance, the need to 

vacate the above-referenced portion of Pecan Street is immediate and in order to protect the 

public peace, health, safety, and welfare, an emergency is hereby declared to exist and this 

Ordinance shall be in full force and effect from the date of its passage and approval.

AN ORDINANCE ORDERING THE RAZING AND REMOVAL OF A CERTAIN 

STRUCTURE WITHIN THE CITY OF ROGERS, ARKANSAS, LOCATED AT 704 W. 

OLRICH STREET; TO DECLARE AN EMERGENCY; AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 

 

WHEREAS, Christner Properties, LLC, is the owner of certain real property situated in 

Rogers, Benton County, Arkansas, more particularly described as follows: 

Part of the NW ¼ of the SE ¼ of  Section 13, Township 19 North, Range 30 West, Rogers, 

Benton County, Arkansas being more particularly described as beginning 374 feet East of the 

NW corner of said NW ¼ of SE 1/4, and running thence East 132 feet, thence South 330 feet; 

thence West 132 feet; thence North 330 feet to the Point of Beginning, less and Except all that 

part sold to the Arkansas State Highway Commission as show in Deed Record 711 at Page 812. 

Subject to the Right-of-Way of Olrich Street along the North side and subject to covenants, 

easements, and right of way, if any.  

And

WHEREAS, the structure on the property is unfit for human habitation, constitutes a fire 

hazard, otherwise is dangerous to human life, or constitutes a hazard to safety, or health by 

reason of inadequate maintenance, dilapidation, obsolescence, or abandonment, and further is 

unsightly and is considered an unsafe structure in violation of City of Rogers Code of Ordinance 

Sections 18-55 through 18-68; more specifically, the following violations have been found to 

exist: 

1. There appear to be fascia boards need replacing (IPMC § 304.1.1(8)) 

2. The exterior walls need to be painted  (IPMC §304.2) 

3. There is a hole in the exterior that needs to be fixed (IPMC § 304.6) 

4. There is a broken window that need fixed or safe guarded (IPMC § 304.13.1) 

5. The outbuilding shows signs of instability (IPMC§304.1.1(5)) 

WHEREAS, the owner has been notified by the City of Rogers prior to the consideration of 

this ordinance, that the structure on the property is in violation of variance ordinances of the City 

of Rogers; 



 
 

WHEREAS, pursuant to City of Rogers Code of Ordinances Section 18-57, the owner was 

given 14 calendar days from January 8, 2018 to abate or correct documented violations;  

WHEREAS, pursuant to City of Rogers Code of Ordinances Section 18-57, a follow up 

inspection was conducted on January 22, 2018;  

WHEREAS, the owner has failed, neglected, or refused to comply with the Notice to correct 

the documented violations, and as such, the matter of condemning, razing and removing the 

building may be referred to the City Council pursuant to City of Rogers Code of Ordinances 

Section 18-58;  

WHEREAS, pursuant to City of Rogers Code of Ordinances Section 18-59(d); a 

Compliance Inspection was conducted by the Office of Building Inspections on January 22, 

2018, which concluded that violations do currently exist; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to Arkansas Code Annotated §14-56-203 and City of Rogers Code of 

Ordinances Chapter 18, Article III, if repair or removal is not done within the required time 

frame, the City shall have to power to order the removal or razing of, or to remove or raze any 

buildings that in the opinion of the council have become dilapidated, unsightly, unsafe, 

unsanitary, obnoxious, or detrimental to the public welfare. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 

ROGERS, ARKANSAS: 

Section 1:  That the structure located at 704 W Olrich Street, Rogers, Arkansas, is 

dilapidated, unsightly, and unsafe; and is in the best interests of the City of Rogers to proceed 

with the removal of this dilapidated, unsightly, and unsafe structure; 

Section 2: That the owner is hereby ordered to raze (demolish) and remove the 

dilapidated, unsightly, and unsafe structure located on the aforesaid property; and, is further 

ordered to abate the unsightly conditions on the property. Said work shall be completed within 

30 days from the passage of this ordinance. The manner of razing (demolishing) and removing 

said structure shall be to dismantle by hand or bulldoze and then dispose of all debris, completely 

cleaning up the property to alleviate any unsightly conditions, in a manner consistent with City 

of Rogers Code of Ordinances Chapters 10, 18 and 20, and all other state laws and regulations 

pertaining to the demolition or removal of residential structures; 

Section 3:  If the aforesaid work is not completed within thirty (30) days, the Mayor, or 

the Mayor’s authorized representative, is hereby directed to cause the aforesaid structure to be 

razed (demolished) and removed; and the unsafe, unsanitary, and unsightly conditions abated; 

and the City of Rogers shall have a lien upon the aforesaid described real property for the cost of 

razing (demolishing), and removing said structure, and abating said aforementioned conditions, 

said costs to be determined at a hearing before the City Council; 



 
 

Section 4: Emergency Clause:  The need to raze and remove a certain structure is 

immediate and in order to protect the public peace, health, safety, and welfare an emergency is 

hereby declared to exist and this Ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and after its 

passage and approval; 

Section 5:  Severability Provision: If any part of this Ordinance is held invalid, the 

remainder of this Ordinance shall continue in effect as if such invalid portion never existed; and 

Section 6:  Repeal of Conflicting Ordinances and Resolutions:  All ordinances, 

resolutions or orders of the City Council, or parts of the same, in conflict with this Ordinance are 

repealed to the extent of such conflict.

Force is immediate and in order to protect the public peace, health, safety, and welfare an emergency is 

hereby declared to exist and this Ordinance shall be in full force and effect from the date of its passage 

and approval; 

 

Section 4 - Severability Provision: If any part of this Ordinance is held invalid, the remainder of 

this Ordinance shall continue in effect as if such invalid portion never existed; and   

 

Section 5 - Repeal of Conflicting Provisions: All ordinances, resolutions or orders of the City 

Council, or parts of the same, in conflict with this Ordinance are repealed to the extent of such conflict.

OF 2017; AMENDING CERTAIN PROVISIONS CONCERNING ZONING; 

DECLARING AN EMERGENCY; AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 

 

 Whereas, under the Code of Ordinances, City of Rogers, Arkansas §14-721(g) the 

Planning Commission may update the schedule of uses throughout the year; and 

 Whereas, for the purpose of codification in the Code of Ordinances, City of Rogers, 

Arkansas, those changes must be adopted by City Council. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 

ROGERS, ARKANSAS THAT: 

Section 1: The use classification of “Multifamily Residential (above the first floor)” is 

adopted as permitted by right in C-2, C-3, C-4, O, and R-O zones; 

Section 2:  The use classification of “Commercial Assembly, Recreation, and 

Entertainment” is adopted as permitted by right in C-2 and C-4 zones; 

Section 3:  The use classification “Transitional Housing” is adopted as a conditional use 

in A-1, R-E, R-SF, R-AH, R-DP, N-R, R-MF, R-MHC, R-RV, and RO zones; 

Section 4:  The use classification “Transitional Housing” is adopted as a conditional use 

in the Downtown Rogers Development Code zones of COR, IA, COM, and NBT; 

Section 5:  The use classification “Electrical Substations” is adopted as a conditional use 

in all zones;  

Section 6:  Municipal Code Corporation is directed to codify Sections 1 through 5 of this 

ordinance by making the appropriate changes to the use classification tables contained within 

Chapter 14, Article 6, Division 2 of the City of Rogers, Arkansas Code of Ordinances; 

Section 7 – Emergency Clause:  The need to adopt these changes is immediate and in 

order to protect the public peace, health, safety, and welfare an emergency is declared to exist 

and this ordinance shall be in full force and effect from the date of its passage and approval;

AN ORDINANCE WAIVING COMPETITIVE BIDDING FOR THE PURCHASE OF AN 

EMPLOYEE PERFORMANCE MANAGEMENT SOFTWARE PROGRAM  FROM 

CRG emPERFORM FOR USE BY THE CITY OF ROGERS; PROVIDING FOR THE 

EMERGENCY CLAUSE; AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES.
